Review of the report on the working of the Osniania University for the 
year 1333 Fasli. 


Read : — 

Report of the Registrar on the working of the various Departments of 
the University during the year 1333 Fasli. 

2. The outstanding event of tlie year was tliat the Iltmorary Degret* 
of “ SULTAN-UL-ULUM ” was presented to His Exalted Highness by the 
University, in a speeial eon vocation held for the purpose, on the 22nd Azur 
1333 Fasli (28th October 1024). 

3. It is gratifying to note that the University continued to make satis- 
factory progress. The Final M. A. and LL. R. elasses were opened during 
the year. Second year classes were opened in the College Dejiartments of 
the City High Scliool, Hyderabad, and the Aurangabad lligh School and a 
First year class was opened in the Zenana High School, Hyderabad. 

4. The various bodies of the University continued to do their work 
regularly. Six meetings of the Council were held in which 210 profiosals w'cre 
considfTcd. The Syndicate held 11 meetings and considered 130 proposals. 
There were three meetings of the Senate, G of the Faculty of Arts, 5 of th(‘ 
Facultj’ of Law’ and 1* of the Faculty of Theology. The Faculties of Arts 
and Theology passed the rules for the M. A. Examination. Revised rules 
for the Matriculation Examination were issued during the year. 

5. Mr. Hamid Ahmed Ansari, b. a., held the ofliee of the Registrar 
throughout the year. 

6. Dr. A. Siddiqi, m.a., rh.D.. held charge of the ofliee of Principal 
during the year. 

7. There w’cre 529 students in the College during the year as against 
429 in the pi evious year. The increase was mainly due to the ofiening of the 
5th year and the LT... B. Classes and to the admission of a larger number of 
students in the 3rd year class of the Faculty of Arts. 

The number of students in the five classes of th(‘ Faculty of Theology 
was 14 as against 11 in the previous year. The Principal has drawn atten- 
tion to the paucity of students in this Faculty. He should submit proposals 
as to how religious studies can be made more attractive to students. 

LL. B. (Previous Examination). 

8. 41 candidates appeared for this examination of whom 26 passed : 12 
in the 1st elass and 14 in the 2nd class. 

B. A. Degree Examination in Theology. 

9. Three candidates were enrolled for this examination of whom one 
passed in II Class and another candidate who had failed in English by twt) 
marks was declared passed on revaluation.

In addition to these 1 8 students passed m one group only. 13 candidates 
appeared in one group only under the compartment system, of whom 
8 passed and were declared passed. 4 candidates were declared passed on 
revaluation. One lady candidate appeared for the Examination and passed 
m the 2nd class. The results of the College in the B. A. Degree as well as 
in the Intermediate Examinations w ere not as good as those of the previous 
year, but taking into consideration the percentage of passes in other Univer- 
sities these figures are not unsatisfactory and it is hoped that proper steps 
will be taken by the authorities concerned to show better results in future. 
The failures arc said to be mostly due to the weakness of the students in 
English and therefore more attention should be given to it. 
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MatrictUation Eccamination in Arts. 

12. Owing to the leakage of some of the papers the Matriculation Exam- 
ination was h.*ld twice during the year. The number of candidates 
registered for this Examination was 594 of whom .30 'were absent and 564 
candidates were thus actually examined. The results were as follows : —

The results -.ahow improvement over the figures of the previous year, 
when only 92 candidates luul passed out of 575 examined. Of the successful 
candidates m all subjects 4 passed in 1st class, 78 in 2nd class and the rest 
in 8rd class. 

Two candidates who had failed in one subject only were declared suc- 
cessful on revaluation of their papers. 

Matriculation Examination in I'koology. 

13. 17 candidates were registered for this examination but only 18 
appeared for it. Out of these 7 passed : 4 in I Class and .3 in the II Class. 

The University Union and other .Associations. 

14. The University Union and other Associations worked well during 
the year. Due attention was paid to games. The Principal should submit 
proposals separately for acquiring a playground and for supplementing 
the annual grant of Rs. 1 ,000 for the games. 

Library. 

15. The total number of books m the Library was 18,678 as against 
16,312 in the previous year. 


Hostels. 

16. The number of boarders in the Hostels was 133 as against 130 in 
the previous year. 


Translation Bureau. 

17. Mr. Mahomed Enayatullah, b.a., continued to be in charge of the 
Bureau except for two months when Mr. Hamid Ahmed Ansari, b.a., held 
charge of this office in addition to his owm duties. The staff of the Transla- 
tion Bureau was reorganized and the Administerial Board of the Bureau 
re-constituted during the year. 38 new books on different subjects were 
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taken up for translation during the year against 44 in the preceding 
year of which 1 5 were completed. The University Press was in charge of 
Mr. R. V. Pillai, Bar-at-Law, throughout the year. The number of books 
in the Press was also 38 of which 11 were printed. 

Nizamiah Observatory. 

18. The Observatory was in charge of Mr. T. P. Bhaskaran, m.a., 
F.R.A.S., throughout the year. The preparation of the Astrographic Catalogue 
continued to form the important part of the work of the Observatory and it 
is satisfactory to note that eminent European Astronomers speak highly 
of the work done by Mr. Bhaskaran in this connection. 

The Seismograph installed last year is in good condition and recorded 
122 shocks during the year.

Before proceeding uitli the annual record of (‘very-day adrninislration 
it IS rny privilege to refer to the Special ('onvoeation held on the ‘2*Jnd Azur 
13;33 Fasli (28th October 192 1) to present the Degree of Sultan-ul-(Ilum ” 
to His Exalted Highness. The authorities of the Osrnania Uiii\ersit\ had 
long under eontemjilation the question according fitting rtrognition to 
the great zeal and interest shown by His Exalted Highness the Nizam in the 
dissemination of education, s])eeiall\ by the inauguration of the Osinania 
University, which is a veritable boon not only to Hie people of this State, 
but to India at large. It wtis finally resolved to firesent an honorary 
degree to His Exalted Highness. This was ratliei an unusual step for 
the University to take, as the ruler of a State is above sueh honours, but 
His Exalted Highness who has the interests of learning at heart, was 
graeiously pleast'd to permit the University to jiresent the Degree, as it 
had no other means at its disposal to express its gratutidt* and apprecia- 
tion. 


This brilliant runetion was held in the Address Hall of the Public 
Gardens, which was tastefully decorated for the occasion and presented a 
most pleasing appearance. The distinguished audience ineluci(‘d leading 
representatives of the aristocracy. Members of the Executive Founeil, 
Jagirdars, Senior M(;mbers (»f the Cnil and Military Services, Lawyers, and 
Journalists ; besides Fellows, Professors, and students of the Osrnania 
University, the total number of those present being about 1,100. 

His Exalted Highness who arrived with the Princes and l^rineesses 
exactly at the appointed time (10 a.m.) was received by tin* leading nobles, 
while all those present stood up to do him honour. The Fellows of the 
Osrnania University headed by the Honourable tlie Vie(*-Fhaneellor (Nawab 
Wali-ud-DauIah Bahadur) advanced towards the dais, when His Exalted 
Highness was pleased to command the Viee-Chaneellor to read the address, 
which is as follows : —

“ This auspicious day will e\ er remain memorable not only in the annals 
of the Osrnania University but of the Universities of the world, for 
the Ruler oi this State who is also its Patron and Founder has 
graciously honoured its Senate by accepting an honorary degree 
at its hands. 



“ History bears witness to the pationage of learning at the hands of 
Mus im Rulers, but the deep and abiding interest shown by your 
Exalted Highness in the propagation ol education stands unri- 
valled. This University, wdiieh has come into existence through 
your Exalted Highness’ love of leaniing and earnest desire for its 
diffusion, has been instrumental in the intioduetion of a method of 
education, eininentiy suited to ou r needs and unique in many 
respects, on wliose merits and future developments it would be 
unnecessary to di ate here 

“ The University is really fortunate that its first and highest honorary 
degree is being offered to so great a patron of learning as your 
Exalted Highness, and we feel sure that this will be an oecas.on 
of great rej():eing for the people c>f the State. 

“ We, therefore, most respectfully beg leave to present the honorary 
degree of SuVan-ul-Vlnm^ which we fervently hope will be graci- 
ously accepted.” 

After reading the address the Viee-Chanecllor, with whom were asso- 
ciated six other leading noblemen, who are also members of the Senate, 
namely, Maharajah Sir Kishen Pershad Yamin-us-Sultanat Bahadur, g.c.i.e.. 
Nawab Fakhrul Mulk Bahadur, Nawab Khan Khanan Bahadur, Nawab 
Muin-ud-l)aulahBahadur,Nawab Lutf-ud-I)aulah Bahadur, and Nawab Salar 
Jung Bahadur, presented the addrt^ss ami the* honorary degree of 
“ SULTAN-UL-Ul JJM " to His Exalted Highness, who was graciously 
pleased to accept it in a few choice and ajipropriate words, by which all 
those connected w th the University felt greatly honoined. His Exalted 
Highness was also pleased to compose a poem for this occasion which has 
been publ shed. 

The address was presented in a silver casket made in the shape of a 
book to suit the occasion and the diploma was inscribed in letters of gold on 
a po ished rose- wood tablet with a frame of solid go d. 

After His Exacted Highness’ speech, a Guard of Honour furnished by 
the Regular Troops presented arms, and guns were fired. The audience 
dispersed after partaking of refreshments provided in spacious tents 

A DMIN ISTK ATION 

There were no changes in the administrative staff. I held charge 
of the office of Regist’ar throughout the year and Dr. A. S'dd qi and 
Mr Muhammad Enayatullah continued to act as Princpalof the Osmania 
Universitv College and Curator of the Translation Bureau, respectively. 

The University maintained its even tenor of progress. The Final M.A. 
and LL.B. classes were opened during the year, thus making provision in 
the University for instruction up to the highest standard in the Faculties of 
Arts, Theology, and l^aw. Second Year Classes were ojiencd in the College 
Departments of the City Iligli School, Hyderabad, and the Aurangabad 
High School, and a First Year Class in the Zenana High School, Hyderabad. 

The question of providing suitable buildings has been under the 
consideration of the Council for the last three years. The Building Sub- 
Committee at last completed its labours and the plans prepared by the 
architect, Mr. Mehir AH Fazil. were submitted to His Exalted Highness 
for his approval. 

The Translation Bureau was reorganized during the year and it was 
decided that there should be six Translators in the 1st grade on Rs. 350-600 
and six in the 2nd grade on Rs. 250 — 400, no post being reserved for any 
particular subject. Ft was also decided that the work of the Bureau should 
in future consist of the following 

(a) The translation as soon as possible of the books urgently requir- 
ed for the B. A. students. 



(b) The\ccepin^ of the books already translated up-to-date. 

(c) The translation of new books required by the different Faculties. 

(d) The translation of books lixed for ])ost graduate studies, and 

others deemed of a standard ehara<*tcr. 

The University w’as invited to send representatives to tlu‘ Unuers ties’ 
Conference held at Simla in May 1924, and Nawabs llyder Nawaz Jung 
Bahadur, and Masood Jung Bahadur and Dr. Siddiqi altend(‘d on its behalf. 

Several papers of the Matriculation Examination. 192 I-, had leaked out 
and it was believed that some of the Intermediate and B. A. had also been 
tampered with. The Matriculation and Intermediate Exam nations were at 
onee cancelled and fr(‘sh examinations ordered, and all the B. A. papers 
which had been sent to the Press were eane(‘lled and fresh papers were set. 
A Sub-Committee consisting of Messers Fazal Muhammad Khan, Muhammad 
Abdur Rahman Khan, Dr. A. Siddiqi, and the Registrar was appointed 
with full powers to make all arrangements with regard to tin* holding of the 
examinations and the setting, moderating, valuing and duplicating of the 
question jiapers. This Committee niad(‘ all the arrangements requiitd, 
although the time at its disjio.sal was not moie than a week. Another Com- 
mittee consisting c.f Nawab Akbar Yar Jung Ibdiadur. Mr. Fa/al Muhammad 
Khan. Dr. A. Siddiqi, Professor Muhammad Abdur Kahman Khan, and Mr. 
Shah Nawaz Khan (Suf)erintendent, C.I.D.) was appointed to report on the 
causes of the leakage. This Committee, and later, the Direetor-deneral of 
Police eameto tliejponelusion that the Matriculation papers had been tamper- 
ed with by an employee of the Government Press, who eommun eated them 
to a friend of his. The Direetor-Gcneral of Police was of the op nu n that 
there was not suflieient e\ idenee to show that the Intermediate and B. A. 
papers had leaked out. The Syndicate after considering the report jiassed 
the following resolution which was agreed to by the Coune 1, which also 
directed that the resolution be forwarded to the Press Commissioner for 
communication to the Press : — 

“ Resolved that in view’ of the Direetor-GeneraPs report, the Registrar’s 
Otlice is exoncrate'd from all blame in connection witli the* leakage of 
the papers and that the Syndicate appreciates the ellieient way in 
which the difficult situation that had arisen was dealt with by the 
Registrar and his staff. Resolved further that the enquiries made 
by the Director-General of Police do not seem to be complete as the 
Syndicate has reason to suppose that some of the Intermediate and 
B. A. papers were also out, although their leakage might not have 
been extensiA c and that it w’as on that account that fresh papers 
had to be set for these examinations also.” 

The various bodies of the ITniversity continued to function regularly. 
The Council held (6) meetings in which (216) eases were discussed, most of 
which had been already threshed out by theSyndieate which held (11) meet- 
ings in which (1»‘10) eases were dealt with. Three meetings of the Senate 
were held during the year. The Faculty of Arts which held (C) meetings, 
considered and jiassed rules for the M. A. Examination, and reconstituted 
the various Boards of Studies. The Faculty of Law held (5) meetings at 
which several matters eonceming the administration of the Law’ Class and 
the syllabus for the LL.B. Examination were considered. The Faculty of 
Theology held 4 meetings and passed the rules for the M. A. Examination 
in Theology A C’ommittee apjiointed by the Faculty to report on the re- 
vision of its courses, held a number of meetings. The revised Matriculation 
rules eame into force during the year, by w’hieh, Urdu was made a compul- 
sory subject, and the admission of private candidates was restricted. 

My office staff worked wdth its usual zeal. I commend to the notice 
of Government the exceptionally good work done* by my Assistant, Mr. 
Muhammad Mazharullah.

Judged by the results, the 
schools sliow a great improvement, for the percentage of their passes s 45 *9 
per cent, as eompaied with 28*5 per cent, m the jirev ious year. Of the 
candidates successful in all subjects, only four got a 1st (’lass, 78 passed m 
the 2nd (^dass and the rest were plaecnl in the ;ird Class. 

Two candidates who had failed in one subject only by 1 per cent, of 
the marks were subsequently declared successful on a revaluation of their 
papers in that subjed. 

Seventeen candidates were registered for the Matriculation Examination 
of the Faculty of Theology ; of these, 16 who were present in the examina- 
tion, 7 got through, 4 being jilaced m the 1st Division, and 3 in the 2nd 
Divis.on.

In addition to these, U college* students and 2 pnvaU* candidates passed 
in the Optional subjects, and will appear in English only at the subsequent 
examination. One lady candidate appeared for the examination and passed 
in the 2nd Class. Five candidates who bail failed in one subject only, 
were subsequently declared successful on a revaluation of their answer books 
in that subject. 


OsMANiA University College 

The details given below refer to the academic year, Shahrewar 1.332 
Fash to Amardad 1333 Fash, during which Dr. A. Siddiqi held charge of 
the Office of the Principal. The mathematics side of the College was strength- 
ened by the appointment of Mr. Kishen Chand a Cambridge Wrangler. 
A whole-time Librarian was jirovidcd for the College in the person of Mr. 
Yusufuddin Ahmad, B. A., wlio was traininl for the work in the Punjab 
University Library. The Professorship of Chemistry, the Additional 
Professorship of Ilistory, and the Assistant Professorship of Sanskrit re- 
mained vacant, as no suitable candidates could be found. Mr. Amrit Lai 
Seal, Assistant Professor of Mathematics, rc*tired on pension and pending 
the appointment of a permanent Lecturer, Mr. Shaikh Barkat Ali of the 
Translation Bureau continued to do the work in addition to liis own duties. 

The total strength of the staff in the Faculties of Arts, Theology, and 
Law w^as 44, as against tl in the previous year. 

The total number of students excluding those who left the college in 
the course of the year was 529 as against 429 in the previous year. This 
increase is mostly due to the opening of the 5th Year and the LL. B. Classes 
and a larger number of admissions to the 3rd Year Classes in the Faculty 
of Arts. 

The number of students in the ftve classes of the Faculty of Theology 
was only 34. The present Principal draws attention to the paucity of 
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students in this Faculty, but there is no reason to be unduly pessimistic 
;is the present indifference to religious studies is merely a passing phase, 
and it is hoped that the excellent staff provided in the Fac ulty will enable 
it to (Iraw into its fold an increasing number of students. 

The results of the College in the Arts Examinations were not as satis- 
factory as in the previous year. 127 candidates app€?ared for the Inter- 
mediate Examination, of whom, 79 or 62 *2 per cent, passed as against 87 
per cent, in the previous year and 41 passed out of 68 in the B. A. Examina- 
tion, i. e., 65 per cent, as against 84*6 per cent. The failures are mostly 
due to the weakness of the students in English. 41 candidates appeared 
at the LL. B. (Previous) Examination, of whom, 26 passed, 12 in the 1st 
Class, and 14 in the 2nd Class. 

The University Union and other Ass(K*iatioiis worked fairly well. The 
College football team won the Shield in the Salar Jung Football Tourna- 
ment at Aligarh. Due attention was paid to cricket and hockey. The 
Principal complains that there are no suitable play-grounds for the College 
and that the annual grant of Rs. 1,000 for tin* games is inadequate. 

Mr. Yusufuddin Ahmad succeeded Mr. Xajinul Iluda as Librarian. 
The total number of books in the Library was 18,678. 

The Chemical Laborator\ was <‘xtended by the addition of two more 
rooms. The Physics Laboratory was in charge of Mr. Muhammad Abdur 
Rahman Khan, as Mr. Wahidur Rahniaii was on' leave. 

The number of students m the hostels was only 188 as against 180 m 
the previous year, although an additional hostel has been opened in Nawab 
Nizamat Jung’s Bungalow on the King Koti Road. The hostels were 
maintained in an efficient condition. The Principal draws the attention 
of the authorities of the Univei*sity to the urgent necessity* of providing a 
permanent habitaikui for the University. In conclusion he says that he 
is devoting his attention to the reorganization of the Library and the 
Laboratories, the provision of facilities for physical culture, and other 
important matters in which it us hoped be will duly succeed.

He also acknowledges the ready 
help he has always rcce ved from the Superintendent of the University 
Press, and suggests that the work of extending the Press building, which 
was stopped by the l^ublic Works Department should be taken up again by 
that Department, as the installation of electric machines requires a large 
amount of space. 


The Nizami All Ojiservatory 

Mr. T. P. Bhaskaran, m.a., f.r.a.s.. was m charge of the Observatory 
throughout the year. 

The work on the Astrographic C’atalogue, the Hyderabad section, 
continued to lorm the most important item in the programme during the 
year. Seventy photographs were taken with the Astrographic Equatorial 
telescope for various purposes and measures of 56 plates were completed. 
The remaining portion of the MSS. of Vol. V (Zone —21”) was prepared and 
despatched to the printers. The standard co-ordinates (R. A. 14^ to 0*^) 
have been computed for the reference stars (in Deel.-23”) from the Cordoba 
Catalogue and the reductions have been comjileted for 52 plates in this 
Zone. Eleven plates were taken with a singl(‘ long exposure on a region 
with centre in Dcel. — 17® preceded and followed by exposures of equal 
duration on a suitable Harvard standard region. Some methods are under 
investigation for revising the photographic magnitudes of tlie Hyderabad 
Catalogue and placing the system on a more uniform scale. Preliminary 
experiments have also been made with the method of determining proper 
motions by exiiosing a plate on the glass side and superposing it on the 
original negative for comparison. The regular observation of variable stars 
with the Grubb Equatorial telescope was commenced m May 1924 and 35 
observations of eleven long period variables were made, to the end of the 
year. The Transit of Mercury on May 8th and the two lunar eclipses that 
occurred in 1924 were carefully observed. Three contributions were sent 
to periodicals for publication. 

The Milne-Shaw Seismograph installed about the end of 'ast year is 
in efficient condition and recorded 122 shocks during the year. The records 
for the period January to March have been studied and the readings of the 
several phases have been calculated for incorporation in the International 
Seismological summary. 

A thatched shed was erected on the ground for the exposure of several 
thermometers in the shade. 

The drum Chronograph for use with the transit instrument was received 
about the end of September but as it arrived in a slightly damaged condition 
it could not be available for immediate use. It has since been repaired and 
brought into working order. 
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An old sunshine recorder has been overhauled and is now regularly 
exposed fos-recdrding bright sunshine. Dai^y observations have been made 
of the humidity and rainfall. 

The usual routine duties such as the preparation of the official calendar, 
times of Sunset and Sunrise, time service by phone to enquiring public, 
earthquake shock reports to press, etc., have been maintained. 

Mr. T. P. Bhaskaran, m.a., attended the meetings of the Indian Science 
Congress at Bangalore in January 1924.
